Eastern Agriculture—and this year celebrating its 

20th Anniversary—was a thorough going credit in 
allits departments. Attendance was running well ahead 
of any recent years. Nearly $100,000 was spent in re- 
pairing the damage done by the flood last spring and 
the splendid job of rehabilitation left little visual evi- 
dence of the ravages of the flood waters. 

All live stock departments were well filled, the Hol- 
stein show in particular being one of the best in the 
entire history of the show. Thirteen exhibitors from nine 
states were in competition with 153 forward in the in- 
dividual classes, and every exhibitor succeeded in get- 
ting into the prize winning column. 

Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Illinois, with their All- 
Bessie string won Premier Exhibitor honors, with H. O. 
Larsen, Dike, Iowa, taking the coveted Premier Breeder 
award. Elmwood had six firsts and both junior cham- 
pions, together with handsome silver trophies for win- 
ning Get of Sire and for best display of ten head by one 
exhibitor. They also annexed three third prizes and 
eight lower placings. Larsen had four blues and four 
second premiums, together with grand champion female. 
Quon-quont Stock Farm, Whately, Mass., home-state de- 
fenders, had three firsts places, two in milking female 
classes, and the other with a spectacular dairy herd entry, 
in addition to a second and a third placing. Wimbledon 
Farms, Annapolis, Maryland, had grand champion bull 
and two firsts, as well as a pair of seconds, a third and 
six fourths. These four exhibitors accounted for all of 
the blue ribbons, but a half dozen other exhibitors were 
consistently knocking at the door.

3 briefly announced in a previous issue, the Hol- 
A stein show at Maryland Fair was small this 
year, 92 head including the 4-H entries, but the 
quality was splendid all the way through. Wimbledon 
Farms, Annapolis, Md. won the most money, having 
senior and grand champion bull, both junior champions 
and 27 other prizes including five firsts, six seconds, a 
third and four fourths. Dunloggin, Ellicott City, Md., 
just a few dollars behind Wimbledon in total money 
won, had senior and grand champion females and 25 
other ribbons, including six firsts, four seconds, five 
thirds and two fourths. Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, 
Pa., had sixteen prizes, including two firsts, three sec- 
onds, five thirds and two fourths. McDonogh School, Mc- 
Donogh, Md., had one first and several other prizes and 
there were a few other scattering prize winners. 

Wimbledon Dean Marathon, many times All-Ameri- 
can, showing this year in three-year-old form, won a 
close decision over King of Lauxmont in the aged bull 
class and was made senior and grand champion, both 
junior championships going to his offspring. Wimbledon 
bulls also placel one two in the two-year-old class and 
Lauxmont bulls stood first and third in the yearling class 
with Wimbledon’s young son of Sir Inka May between 
them. In the calf class, Dunloggin’s junior calf by Mat- 
ador Segis Ormsby, had to take second to the Dean bull 
that was later junior champion. 

Dunloggin Elenora, All-American the past two years, 
made an impressive top for the class of 13 aged cows, 
with Dunloggin’s famous 1000-lb. fat producer, New 
Year Belle, in second place and the two Wimbledon 
matrons third and fourth. Dunloggin also had first and 
second in the three-year-old class with two daughters of 
King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby taking third and fourth, 
one for McDonogh School and the other for Charles G. 
Lang. McDonogh School had a nice top for the two- 
year-old class over a daughter of King of Lauxmont. 

In the yearling class, Wimbledon Queen Superior 
won a close decision over Dunloggin First Mistress, the 
daughter of Elenora, and was junior champion. Laux- 
mont had first and third in the calf class, with Wimble- 
don second, fifth and sixth. 

In the groups, Wimbledon drew first blood by tak- 
ing the Exhibitor’s Herd over Lauxmont, but Dunloggin 
took oll the other groups with Wimbledon breaking into 
second regularly.

Sacramento this week truly is the best in the history 

of the fair. Entries from seven full herds, Adohr 
Milk Farms, Reseda; E. E. Freeman, Modesto; Frank 
Hopkins, Modesto; John A. Lindow and Sons, Portland; 
F. F. Pellisier and Sons, Whittier; Rocky Hill Farms, 
Exeter; and Wayside Stock Farms, Pacima; with added 
entries of k. M. Cate, S. B. Hall, Kern Co. High School, 
and J. Lombardini made the show the largest of any of 
the dairy breeds, with a total of 114 going through the 
ring. The totals of the Future Farmer and 4-H Club 
departments, which were large, are not included in this 
total. It can truthfully be said that there was not one 
single undesirable Holstein in the show. The tops were 
wonderful in every single class. 

The A. R. Class possibly best demonstrated the high 
quality of the show with ten large fine straight cows 
with an average of 748.3 pounds of butterfat, actual 
production. The records went from 599 pounds of but- 
terfat, two year old record, up to 952 pounds of butter- 
fat, which was made by the winning cow, Miss Juliana 
Ormsby, the entry of the Kern County High School. of 
Bakersfield. The same cow two years ago was the grand 
champion cow of the show. Eight of these cows have 
actual records of over 600 pounds of fat, and five were 
over 700 pounds of fat. 

The aged cow class was won by Freeman’s Miss 
Inka Triune De Kol (a daughter of Triune Alexina 
Ormsby) on her faultless udder, great body and width. 
Ridgeport Canary Fayne, the entry of Rocky Hill Farms, 
placed second on her great spring, and udder, but being 
somewhat on the refined order. This cow two years 
ago was first prize four-year-old at this same fair. In 
third place was the Adohr entry, Lady Amber Wayne, 
Grand Champion cow last year at the Los Angeles 
County Fair. A beautiful cow in every respect, but un- 
fortunate in having had twin calves, one on Thursday 
and the next on Friday noon, and a beautiful pair they 
were too. 

Seven aged bulls made a most creditable class with 
Corona Perfection, the Rocky Hill five year-old, going 
up on great scale, length and heart. The Lindow entry,

Nebraska State Fair

HE Holstein show at the 1936 Nebraska State Fair 
"Twas light in numbers, but outstanding in quality and 

had a number of good top in all classes. The ringside 
comment was to the effect that the quality of the animals 
shown was superior to those in recent years and many 
classes were close. 

The judging was done in a very pleasing manner by 
H. R. (Duke) Lascelles, former fieldman for the Holstein- 
Friesian Association and at the present time superintend- 
ent of the Modern Woodman Herd at Woodman, Colorado. 

Exhibitors, all from Nebraska, included the Nebraska 
State Board of Control, Lincoln; Dairy Husbandry Depart- 
ment, University of Nebraska, Lincoln; W. G. Hoffman, 
Alvo; Woodlawn Dairy, Lincoln; Donald Moore, Phillips; 
Harry Silvery and Louis Goddard, York; Donald Vetter, 
Aurora, and E. D. Rohwer, of Millard. 

It was a three-way fight in the majority of the classes 
between Woodlawn Dairy, the University of Nebraska and 
the Nebraska State Board of Control. These three herds 
accounted for all the blue ribbons except in the two-year- 
old bull class, which was won by W. G. Hoffman on a Uni- 
versity bred bull, and the junior yearling bull class which 
was won by E. D. Rohwer. 

Woodlawn Dairy owned by Robert Ferguson and 
managed by E. W. Frost, had a fine herd out this year and 
emerged with the greatest number of blues as they cap- 
tured seven; two of which later came back to win both 
the Junior Championships for them. The Nebraska State 
Board of Control were the owners of both Senior and 
Grand Champion male and female. Top honors in the bull 
division went to Mertondale Sir Ormsby Alice 646525, a 
son of Man O’War 52d. This bull was the Grand Cham- 
pion at the 1933 Nebraska State Fair as a two-year-old and 
also at the 1935 show as an aged bull. This fine show bull 
is in service at the Reformatory for Men at Lincoln. The 
Grand Champion cow, Peggy Inka Caesar of N. S. H. 
1472510, bred and developed at the Norfolk State Hospital 
again showed in top form. The comment among the ex- 
hibitors and spectators was that this cow has everything. 
She is a flashy cow with a lot of balance and symmetry; 
has an exceedingly strong top, and an udder with a lot of 
quality. This cow possesses a lot of size combined with 
an abundance of smoothness. These qualities have enabled 
her to take a blue ribbon at this show the last six years 
and reign as the grand champion female the last four 
years. 

The Holstein Futurity was the first class and this ex- 
hibit brought out seven outstanding cows with their calves 
beside them. This was the second year that a futurity 
class was shown at Nebraska and it makes a splendid 
class. Nebraska exhibitors are to be complimented to have 
a futurity group of this quality as it demonstrates their 
ability as breeders. This class, much to the delight of 


Jake Frost, was won by the Woodlawn entry, Mertondale 
Ormsby Queen 1620826 and her heifer calf. This was a 
sweet combination and the cow later won first as a three- 
year-old and the calf won second in a fast class.

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Holsteins at the Kansas Free Fair

1936 Kansas Free Fair at Topeka now past, remains 

a pillar of progress. Five district herds of Kansas 
representing forty Kansas breeders and exhibitors and 
one out of state herd, exhibited by Mike Stewart who 
came from Jowa with cattle from eight Iowa herds, made 
up the Holstein show which was one of the strongest ever 
seen in Topeka. 

Although the first half of fair week was unpleasantly 
warm, all animals being exhibited looked “tops”? on show 
day. Judge E. M. Wright of Waterloo, Iowa, with the 
Iowa dairyman’s association, became honestly entitled to 
the satisfaction and accord of the ringside gallery and 
exhibitor before the day was over. Of particular inter- 
est to the ringside gallery were the explanations and 
reasons for placings given by the judge for each class. 
3efore the animals were taken from the ring Mr. Wright 
clearly emphasized his preferences for type and individ- 
uality of the animals as they were placed. 

A number of the breeders were making their first 
state fair although they have been breeding dairy cattle 
for a number of years. They came with good cattle and 
a healthy enthusiasm which put renewed vigor and life 
into the show. At the district Holstein shows in Kansas 
they were convinced that their animals were worthy of 
state-wide competition, 

The outstanding one of all the bull classes was the 
aged bull class. The judge, after much consideration, 
topped it with Shungavalley Ormsby Beets 613557, a 
Newton, Kansas bull owned by Clarence J. Tangeman. 
He is a very large bull with exceptionai body capacity 
coupled with good breed type. Following him and in 
second place*-was Korndyke Abbekerk Segis Lad 623715, 
shown by Mike Stewart for Mark Stenze of Elkader, Iowa.

New Vouk Milk Situation 


UCH excitement has ruled throughout the New 
M York milk shed for the past six weeks. Several 

independent groups started agitation in August 
for a $3.00 flat price for all milk produced in the state, 
with the abolition of the so-called classified price plan 
of milk payments, with threat of a producers’ strike if 
the demands were not granted. The summer drought 
lent abundant background for substantially higher re- 
turns to producers and the general attitude of consumers 
seemed to be that they would gladly pay more for milk 
if the increase went entirely to the producers. 

Color was lent to the criticisms of the classified 
price plan by the fact that all through the spring months 
cheese factories in Northern New York were actually re- 
turning their patrons larger net returns than most of 
the milk companies were returning to their producers 
even though they were sharing in the high priced New 
York City fluid market. 

A public hearing was called by Commissioner Ten 
._Eyck on August 11 to consider the matter of increased 


prices. Following this hearing, the Commissioner 
ordered an increase of 25 cents per hundred in Class I 


(fluid milk), bringing it to $2.70 a hundred for 3.5% 
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milk, but did not order any increase in retail consumer 
prices. 

This increase was generally unsatisfactory to pro. 
ducers, and agitation for a milk strike proceedeg 
throughout the Northern and Central counties of the 
state. Several of the largest factors in the industry 
voluntarily raised the price at retail in New York (‘jty 
one cent a quart, and agreed upon a price to the pro. 
ducer of $2.87 for Class I milk. Similar raises were 
made by dealers in many of the upstate markets 

But still the strike agitation continued, aimed now 
not so much for a $3.00 flat price, which every thinking 
dairyman knew was an impossibility for all the milk 
produced in the state, but at the abolition of the claggj- 
fied price plan, under which many producers feel they 
are being ‘‘gyped.”’ . 

Governor Lehman was appealed to for intervention 
and he directed Commissioner Ten Eyck to call another 
public hearing in Albany for further consideration of 
the whole subject on September 12. Upwards of 1.509 
producers and consumers jammed Chancellor’s Hall, 
the largest available auditorium in the city, for a heated 
discussion of the subject. 

Producer representatives set forth their condition 
and their demands for relief in the form of higher re- 
turns for their milk. Consumer organizations opposed 
any increase in retail prices and in this stand were 
joined by some of the self-appointed producer spokes- 
men. Avowed communists from New York City took 
their turn on the rostrum and attempted to fan the 
flames of discontent still higher by urging the dairymen 
to strike for their rights, and promising effort to or- 
ganize sympathetic strikes by workers in the city to 
support them. In fact, we are informed that they 
pressed themselves upon milk strike leaders to assist 
them in organizing. 


The next week, following this hearing, Commissioner 
Ten Eyck issued an order raising the Class I price to 
$2.90 per hundred, and reducing from nine to six the 
number of classes in which manufactured milk products 
are paid for according to utilization. No increase to 
consumers was ordered, however, and distributors were 
left to work this problem out as best they might. The 
present prices, as fixed by the Division of Milk Control, 
are minimum figures, so that the trade is at liberty to 
make such voluntary increases as they may find possible, 
though practically the public regards the state-fixed 
minimum retail price as the fair price at which milk 
should be sold. 

The New York City administration strongly opposed 
any increase in prices to the consumer, so that consumer 
resistance was greatly strengthened. Most of the inde- 
pendent dealers refused to go along on any increase in 
the price to consumers and an increased flood of out-ol- 
state milk—over which there is no price control—came 
in at prices far below t::2 New York Class I price to 
further complicate the situation. The large companies 
which had attempted to raise the retail price in order [0 
get larger returns back to their producers, were faced 
with huge losses of customers and reported that it would 
be impossible for them to maintain these higher prices 
in the face of such competition. They appealed for an 
official order raising the minimum retail price for all, 
but instead of granting it, the Commissioner made 4 
further increase in the Class I price, beyond what these 
dealers had voluntarily set for their producers, as men- 
tioned above, but still with no change in the minimum 
retail figure. 

This new order was also greeted with loud cries of 
disappointment by the leaders of the strike movement. 
In fact, we have yet to find anyone who is satisfied with 
it. But strike sentiment began to cool even before this 
new order was issued. Copious rains had brought 02 
abundant fall feed. Production was increasing. The 
August prices, announced in early September, were °° 
much more satisfactory that the bottom began quilt 
definitely to fall out of the strike movement. One group 
of leaders, perhaps sensing this feeling and undoubtedly 
disturbed by the communist interest that was horniné 
into their program, announced that the strike was be 
so far as their producers were concerned; that they felt 
progress had been made and more would follow in as 
orderly way. The other faction announced a 3°- _ 
postponement to see how things worked out under the 
Commissioner’s new order. 


What the final outcome will be we await with ag 
est. At this writing. it is by no means clear. Ww 
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not believe, however, that the existing set-up can long 
endure. From our point of observation, we wish to 
make some general remarks on this subject. Perhaps 
they may have some bearing on similar situations in 
other markets, and that is our justification for devoting 
so much space to what might appear to be a local prob- 
lem. 

In the first place, we believe the classified price 
eystem of buying milk is sound in principle in markets 
where a large surplus of milk is produced beyond fluid 
milk requirements. It was first worked out by producers 
and its use was extended at their insistence. We are 
equally convinced that in practical application it is not 
working as it was intended; that utilization figures are 
juggled to reach a pre-determined figure rather than to 
cover the actual facts of utilization, although we do not 
have figures to back up this belief. Without doubt, a 
very substantial part of our New York dairymen would 
be much better satisfied, if the principle is to be retained 
at all, to simplify it materially and cut it down to about 
three classes. 

We feel that the present price set-up of $2.90 per 
hundred for 3.5% milk is out of line with a 13-cent re- 
tail price for milk which probably averages 3.7% or 
higher at this season with the heavy costs that go with 
the retailing of milk in New York City. The dealers 
claim to lose money on this department, and once again 
we have no definite current figures at hand. Certainly 
if they can live under a $2.90 price, their profits for the 
past two years at a $2.45 price—practically a cent a 
quart less—should have returned them profits which 
are not evident in their financial statements. Certainly 
this disparity with the prices at which out-of-state milk 
can be purchased, will promote effort by the milk com- 
panies to use more of it in place of an equal amount of 
their regular New York supplies. 

There are admittedly profits to the milk companies 
in the handling of manufactured products. In spite of 
all explanations, we think this is self-evident from the 
comparisons with prices straight cheese factory and 
creamery operations are returning to their patrons. If 
they are not able to get more out of these products than 
are now being returned to dairymen under the prices 
set-up by the control division, then the whole present 
method of handling surplus milk is wrong and an un- 
justified charge on producers. 

Many markets use the base and surplus plan. We do 
not observe that producers in those areas are any bet- 
ter suited with it than New York dairymen are with 
the plan under which they have been operating. We 
are not as familiar with it, but we seem to sense again 
that where there is a surplus of milk in any market it 
has a tendency to batter down the final price per hun- 
dred that gets back to the producer, regardless of the 
method that is used to figure it out. If prices are set 
high enough to satisfy any large production of produc- 
ers, the problem of over-production seems always to fol- 
low next. 

Strict limitation of the total basic quantities to the 
fluid requirements of a market, with the producers tak- 
ing care of their own surplus in their own manufactur- 
ing plants, with equalization of some sort, would seem 
like a sound theory, but very difficult of practical or- 
fanization, and further complicated by the inroads of 
uncontrolled inter-state milk, if the price is set as high 
a8 It ought to be for a fluid supply under existing Board 
of Health requirements. 

We think the time is near, if not already here, when 
so-called milk control, with state-fixing of prices, should 
he abandoned. It was adopted as an emergency and 
has without question increased the returns to dairymen 
of New York State by many millions of dollars. That 
a indisputable, and should not be forgotten at this 
, Its fundamental weakness, however-——aside from the 
ra question of unsoundness of all governmenal price- 
scald a permanent policy—lies in the fact that the

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From all sides come criticisms of the ‘‘Milk Control 
Board.” May we call attention of such critics to the 
fact that there is no ‘‘Milk Control Board” in New York 
State. Final responsibility under the Milk Control] law 
of New York State is vested solely in the Commissioner 
of Agriculture and Markets. It is true he has an Ad- 
visory Milk Committee, of which the editor of this paper 
happens to be a member, but the functions of this com- 
mittee are purely advisory and there is no obligation 
upon the part of the Commissioner to act on the advice 
his committee gives him. It is no secret that recent 
price orders by the Commissioner were not in harmony 
with the recommendations of the committee. Likewise, 
the job of enforcement is his responsibility, and if the 
present orders can be enforced and bring back commen- 
surately increased returns to producers, we shall be the 
first to applaud. 

We have a very definite feeling, however, that if the 
producer is to receive the substantially higher returns 
which he must have to meet his increased costs during 
the coming winter months, it will be necessary to col- 
lect an increased price from the consumer. Such a 
price would be paid without question if the old law of 
supply and demand were in full operation. Under those 
conditions, we do not think the rank and file of con- 
sumers would complain too much about it——except for 
those who would attempt to make political capital of it. 
Certainly milk is and still would be the cheapest food 
we buy. 

In the meantime, the dairy industry in the New York 
market would do well to take steps to put its house in 
order to handle its own business without state control 
and price fixing, for to us it seems evident that Milk 
Control is on the way out unless some more satisfactory 
method of operation can be devised. M. 8S. P.

Holstein entries at the National 
Dairy Show number only 110 head, 
but they come from nine exhibitors 
from eight different states and it 
should be a real quality show. The 
largest exhibit will be that of Elm- 
wood Farms, Deerfield, Ill. with 30 
head, which by the way is the larg- 
est individual entry for any of the 
dairy breeds. H. O. Larsen, Dike, 
Ia. has entered 27 head, which will 
rank second in numbers for any ex- 
hibit of any hreed. Wisconsin Board 
of Control with 17 head and Maytag 
Dairy Farms with 11 head, will pres- 
ent the tops of these two successful 
show herds. Dunloggin will be send- 
ing 10 head, which we understand 
are all females cf milking age. Paul 
Farms will have five head, which 
will include a Get and a Produce and 
Flowerdale Farm of Texas will also 
have five head. Carnation has enter- 
ed four, probably members of their 
View Herd now on exhibition at the 
Texas Centennial and Lauxmont 
Farms are sending a single animal. 

Jerseys lead all breeds in entries 
with 220 head entered by 21 exhib- 
itors from 10 states, followed by 
Guernseys with 164 head entered by 
15 breeders from 10 states. There 
have been 90 Brown Swiss entered 
by seven exhibitors from five states 
and 44 Ayrshires by three exhibitors 
from two states. 


The Holstein classes will be judg- 
ed by W. S. Moscrip, Lake Elmo, 
Minn., on October 15 and 16, which 
will be Thursday and Friday.

MARYLAND 4-H SHOW 


The Holstein Calf Club show at 
Timonium was the best ever held jp 
the state, with 36 head on exhibition 
and with the usual “‘tail-enders” eop- 
spicuous by their absence. Much 
credit for the uccess of this show 
should go to H. O. Norris, owner of 
Wimbledon Farms who has for gey- 
eral years been offering a beautify] 
silver trophy to the owner of the 
best fitted calf in the show, thus 
stimulating great interest in better 
fitting. This trophy went this year 
to Douglas Lee, Phoenix, Md., who 
was a member of the state judging 
team that went to the National Dairy 
Show last year. His calf, Usnad Bur- 
ton June 1803869, was not only the 
best fitted animal in the show but 
she also won the calf class of 13 
head and was later made champion 
over Aaggie Fobes Prospect, the first 
prize yearling exhibited by Page 
Ifert of Frederick County. 

Carol Remsberg, daughter of Na- 
tional Director J. Homer Remsberg, 
Middletown, Md., had the only entry 
in the 4-H milking class. In this class, 
animals are rated for production as 
well as for type and the owner has 
to submit a record book. This class 
is sponsored by the Maryland Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, which or- 
ganization puts up more than two- 
thirds of the money for the class. 

The Association also offers $55 to 
be divided into five prizes four 
County Groups of four animals each, 
all under two y-vars old and all own- 
ed bona fide 4-H Club members. 
Frederick County entered two such 
groups and won first and third, with 
Baltimore County second.

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Barren Cows Wanted 


About 12 years ago H. E. Robert- 
son of York, Pa., had 16 high-class 
cows that were candidates for the 
putcher. Those cows had been treat- 
ed for a long time. After he attend- 
ed school 15 of those cows produced 
normal, full time healthy calves and 
were regular breeders. Those cows 
produced many of the best cattle 
with high records. Compound this 
production. Suppose those 15 cows 
had been sent to the butcher and re- 
placed with scrubs; compare this 
production with the better cattle. 
The importance of this work increas- 
es with time. We can name thous- 
ands of herds that have done well. 
These condemned cows have not only 
been saved to the breeding ranks but 
these herds through the many years 
are making up a large percentage of 
the best registered cattle in America. 

Hundreds of the best breeders say 
that in their opinion Frank B. Gra- 
ham, Mgr. of this school has created 
more new wealth than any other liv- 
ing man. He has placed this infor- 
mation in the hands of breeders and 
herdsmen who are in a position to 
use it profitably. It requires too 
many trips to hire a barren cow 
treated but the breeder or herds- 
man can make a treatment in 20 
minutes and the medicine will cost 
a dime.

One receives the impression that 
everyone in Virginia is interested in 
fne cattle and horses for the sheer 
love of it. The commercial aspect is 
not as important as the accomplish- 
ment of a definite goal in breeding. 
They are somewhat like the old breed- 
ers of England in this respect. Most 
all breeders have at least a few ex- 
ceptionally fine animals. Although 
practically every Holstein herd is 
made up partly of Jersey or Guernsey 
cows. 

John Middleton of Herndon has 55 
head (only 5 Guernseys) and is using 
a son of his former sire V. P. I. 
Ormsby Korndyke from an 883 lb. 
(fat) Canadian bred cow. He recently 
bought a young son of King Bessie 
Mabel Susie from Ravensworth Farm.

Ravensworth Farms at Burke, Va., 
have 37 cows, 23 yearlings and 14 
calves, all pure bred Holsteins.

Northern Wis. Black & White Show 


2500 Watch Holstein Judging 
By ROBERT GEIGER, Holstein Herdsman 


The First Black & White Show held 
in Northern Wisconsin was held in 
connection with the Dunn County 
Dairy Day at Menomonie, Wisconsin 
on Tuesday, May 26th. Dairy Day is 
& yearly occurence and was sponsored 
this year by all Dairy Breeds, Cream- 
eries, Cheese factories, Farm organi- 
zations and the entire set-up was 
fostered through the Dunn County 
Farm Bureau of which D. P. Hughes 
of Menomonie is agricultural agent. 

In lining up the dairy cattle exhibits 
a8 a part of this show, all dairy breeds 
were represented. However, through 
the cooperation of the Holstein Ex- 
tension service and the Dunn County 
Holstein club, the Holsteins “stole 
the show” by having 75% of all the 
Dairy cattle exhibited. Sixteen Hol- 
stein breeders exhibited 56 head of 
nn County’s best and everyone was 





impressed with the quality of all the 


cattle shown. 


Judging of the cattle started at 10 
A. M. and was done by Professor Geo. 
(. Humphrey and Glen Vergerant of 
the Dairy Department of the Agricul- 
tural College at Madison, Wis. The 
Holsteins were judged on the Danish 
or classification basis and as this 
method of judging was new it aroused 
a great deal of interest as was 
evidenced by the fact that more than 
2,500 people watched the Holstein 
judging from 10 until 12:45. When 
the ribbons were placed on the vari- 
ous classes, announcement was made 
over a loud speaker of the name of 
the animal, the owner and the pro- 
duction records. As regards produc- 
tion records, the breed received very 
favorable publicity as most of the 
Holsteins shown either had good rec- 


ords or were offspring of record ani- 
mals. This was particularly true of 
the aged cow class where 10 of the 
13 cows shown were tested and the 
lowest production record was a 368 
lb. fat two year old.
